GIGANTIC WAVES 


Ships’ Officers Tell or Vessels Be- 
ing Swept from Stem to 
Stern 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Substantial 
evidence of the fierce winter storms 
which have prevailed for the last ten 
days along the steamer lanes between 
this country and Europe, was shown 
by passenger liners which arrived here 
today with more than 17,000 belated 
passengers. Hulls encrusted with ice, 
rigging covered with sleet and salt 
from spray caked on funnels, prefaced 
the stories told by ships’ officers of 
high winds and gigantic waves that 
swept their vessels from stem to stern. 
The ships arriving were the Rotter- 
dam, from Holland via Plymoyth, the 
Baltic, Royal George, Carmania and 
Caronia from British ports via Hali- 
fax, the Lafayette from Havre, Berg- 
ensfjord from Norway and Europa 
from Genoa, All were from three to 
five days overdue and some of them 
reached port too late to dock before 
tomorrow morning. 

The Carmania, one of the belated 
ships, had to put in at Halifax to re- 
pair damages caused by collision at sea 
with another ship during a fog off the 
Grandbanks, ° 

The Caronia, from Southampton, 
s was close to the Carmania when the 
accident occurred and she responded 
to her wireless calls by putting about 
to go to her assistance.

That consideration should be given 
to the proposal of providing at least 
one hot dish for children who have to 
take lunch at school was the subject 
of a request to the school board at

70 cents per gallon. It was only the 
one hot dish that they asked the board 
to provide, and the children would 
take the remainder of their lunch.

To realize the scope and powe: of 
the present nation-wide movement to 
bring about the dictatorship of the 
proletariat it is necessary to outline 
briefly the activities of Its leaders 
during the past two yeurs. The 
IL. W. W. has existed in its vucesent 
malignant form since it was orsan- 
ized, in 1904. There has never Leen 
anything secret about its uvowed .n- 
tention of overthrowing the present 
form of government; in fact open re- 
bellion is the essence of the I. W. W. 
preamble, which has been openly 
distributed in millions of pampbh.ets 
during the past fifteen years and is 
still being distributed. There had, 
however, always existed a great dcal 
of controversy between the I. W. W. 
leaders as to the most effective course 


to pursue in bringing about tneir 
much-heralded revolution. 
In 1911 William Z. Foster, who 


was at that time a very prominout 
member of the I. W. W. and secrsta.y 
of the Syndicalist League 
America, emphatically took the. stand 
that the proper method for the i.
